STILL WIDE APART. 


The Conferees on the Tariff Bill Have 


Not Yet Agreed. 

WASHINGTON, September 23.—The republi- 
can conferees on the tariff bill were in session 
again this morning two hours before noon. 
After they had separated it was said there 
was no farther progress to report. The prin- 
cipal items of difference are those that have 
been obstacles like mountain peaks in the way 
ofagreement from the beginning—sugar, bind- 
ing twine; metals.and glassware. ~The key to 
the whole situation is the sugar schedule. 
Were an agreement reached on that, less than 
five minutes would be required 
other questions. . 

‘house’ con 8 that an a inent. will 
be reached before 12 o’clock tonight, while on 
the senate side there is a feeling that the situ- 
‘ation is not quite so favorable as it was last 
week. After an agreement is reached; it will 
require at Jeast a day for the clerks to: prepare 
the report for presentation to the two houses, 
so that it probably will not go into the house 
before Thursday at the earliest. 

The republican conference took a respite 
from their labors tonight for the first time in 
several days. The situation is now such that 
no good, it is thought, can come of talking the 
matter over any further. The conferees have 
had turned upon them all the light that can 
be diffused upon the only-items in the bill 
now unsettled—sugar and binding twine— 
and when they adjourned at 6 o’clock this 
afternoon it was deemed best to leave each 
man alone to think the situation over in the 
hope that by tomorrow morning one. side or 
the other will show a disposition to yield. 
Those in favor of a duty on binding - twine 
have gone a good ways, they say,in consent- 
ing toa very much lower duty than the present 
rate of 24 cents aud they now think it is 
time for the free binding twine men to abate 
something, at least, of theirdemands. An 
earnest effort in this direction is making to- 
night by some of the conferees-and other 
leaders who are endeavoring to secure the ad- 
hesion of western senators to the bill with a 
small duty left on binding twine. 

The basis on which the metal and glassware 
schedules, which have been the cause of much 
contention, . were settled tonight was that ofa 
compromise. The duties on steel rails and 
structural iron remain asin the house bill, and 
the duty on steel billets is fixed at.a rate lower 
than provided for. by the house, but higher 
than fixed by the senate. These were three of 
the principal items in this schedule in dispute. 
The rates fixed on ether items in the 
schedule . cannot be given, but § they 
are very 3 generally lewer than the 
house and higher than senate rates. This last 
syatement applies also to the glassware sched- 
ule, on which there were a great many differ- 


ences in rates between the two branches of 
congress. 

’» Phe tobacco clauses of internal revenue sec- 
‘tion of bill remain as fixed by house, with ex- 


ception that tax on tobacco and snuff is re- 
duced’ 2 cents instead of 4 cents, making the 
rate provided by the bill 6 cents a pound. 
May Ist is fixed as the period when the tobacco 
clauses of the measure shall go into effect. 
Special licenses on dealers are abolished, as 
provided for by the house. 

Clerks.to the conference committee are en- 
gaged in preparing the conference report and 
making up the Dill in aecordance with the 
changes made in the conference, 80 as to have 
the report ready for submission to the house 
soon after an agreement is.reached upon sugar | 
and binding twine.

patience to deny all these statements. They 
areuntrue, every oneof them. Don’t you 
think I look pretty well? I never felt better 
in my life. Ispent an excellent vacation and 
during the time I was at Marion I fished every 
day. It-is rather peculiar that the story 
should come.from Philadelphia, for some of 
my friends from that city accompanied me on 
my fishing trip. I havetaken as much exercise 
as ever I did, and have not the slightest rea- 
son to complain of physical or mental illness. 
‘I returned to New York on Friday last, and 
came down to my office on Monday morning. 
My time. has been spent since in clearing up 
correspondence that has accumulated on. my 
desk, and I flatter myself that I-have putin 
two pretty good days’ work. I think I have 
said everything necessary to confute that 
story.”’

A PROLONGATION SCHEME 


Causes a, Warm Discussion in the Missis- 
sippi Convention. 

JACKSON, Miss., September 23.—The conven- 
tion struck another snag today, but for-which 
the suffrage question would have been finally 
disposed of before the hour of adjournment. 
Everything proceeded smoothly until section 
7 of. the. article on the election of county 
officers was reached. This section provided 
that a general election shall be held on the 
first Tuesday after the first Monday in Novem- 
ber, 1893, and every four, years thereafter, pro- 
vided the day of such election may be changed 
by law. The terms of all elective officers, ex- 
cept members of the legislature, are extended 
so as to expire on the first Monday in January, 
1894. Under the operation of this section all 
county officers whose terms expire January, 
1802, are granted two years additional term of 
office without the necessity of an election by 
the people.

that it was eminently right and proper for the 
convention to extend the terins of the presert 
incumbents of officers so as to make them. con- 
form to the new constitution, which provides 
for an election in .November, 1893. The peo- 
ple would not object because they were natur- 
ally ayerse to frequent elections and would 
cheerfully support a scheme to prevent them. 
Those.who.werein office now were. placed 
there by the people and the convention would 
only be ratifying their choice.

The Great Texan Qpens the Democratic

Racine, Wis.,. September 23.—Roger Q. 
Millis opened the democratic campaign in this 
city last night and addressed a large audience 
at Lake Side rink.

BEATEN AND ROBBED. 


A Wealthy Farmer Assaulted by. Highway- 
men Near Nashville. 
Nasuvinie, Tenn., September. 23.—Last 
Saturday, just at dusk, as William Caruthers, 
a wealthy farmer, was driving to his home, at 
Nolensville, a suburb of Nashville, accompa- 
nied by a yeung colored boy, they were at- 
tacked and terribly beaten, and Caruthers was 
robbed by twenty unknown men. Caruthers 
died today of his injuries. The doy is still 
alive, butisin a preearious condition. . None 
of the robbers have been seen since the attack, 
though they were noticed by several parties 
loitering about the locality in the shady cor- 
ners. The neighbors are areused, and, with 
the detectives and police, are scouring the 
country forthe fugitives. 
A Murderer to be Intercepted. 
BIRMINGHAM, Ala., September 23.—{Spe- 
cial.}— Today the police received a. telegram 
from the sheriff of Fayette county, instruct- 
ing them to arrest William, McCollum, a 
white man twenty-two years of age, who. yes- 
terday brutally murdered and rob a 
wealthy farmer.in that county.

‘REED ON THE ROSTRUM 


THE SPEAKER IN PHILADELPHIA 
BEFORE 


THE REPUBLICAN CLUBS’ LEAGUE. 


He Talks of the. History of the G. O. P., 
and Vilifies the Democratic Party 
and the South. 


PHILADELPHIA, September 23.—The state 
league of republican clubs closed its annual 
meeting today by holding a mass meeting, at 
which Speaker Reed made the principal 
address. 

He spoke substantially as follows: 

My Friends: I thank you for your very cordial 
greeting and it makes me feel sorry not to be able 
to say something worthy of it. Until very recently 
I had feared that I would not be able to be with 
you tonight. “The wicked have been very rampant 
for the last few days and [ did not know 
but’ what it would be necessary to 
Stay with them—or without them. [(Laughter.] 
But all that is happily over and I feel more 
responsive to your greetings tonight than I would 
have been this morning. [Lauzghter.] But the 
republican party was born fighting. Its very best 
history was made on the battle field—civic as well 
as military. It is the very essence of its exist- 
ence that it should do battle, for the republican 
party means the forward movement of the /people 
of the United States. [Applause.] 

HIS ALLUSION TO FILIBUSTERING. 

It has never been necessary for the democrats 
to do anything. [Laughter.}] We have just come 
from a scene which reminded the men who were 
in Washington in the early days of the republican 
party of the scenes which took place there at the 
beginning of the war. On the democratic side of 
the house during the past week we have been 
treated to empty benches; the democrats 
have not been visible.

THE BURNING OF COLON. 


Three-Fourths of the City in Ashes—Firiag 
Upon the Thieves. 

Panama, via Galveston, September 23.~ 

Three-fourths of Colon has been destroyed. 
Fire broke out at midnight and was not under 
control until 7 o’clock a. m. It is reported 
that ninety carloads of freight in transit have 
been consumed. Wharves and shipping are 
safe. . 
Owing to the riotous behavior of a mob of 
looters the military opened fire with ball 
cartridgé, killing and wounding several per- 
sons. Reinforeements of. police have been 
dispatched from here. A supply of food has 
also been sent. Everything is reported quiet 
now. 

The fire commenced shortly after midnight 
in the back part of the store of Kathbun &

time when it burned itself 
Market, the fire fed on 
quantities of altoho)l, spirits, petroleum 
and other inflammable materials and 
was entirely beyond human contro]. Without 
interruption the flames’sprung up in three 
directions—-southerly through lJolivar and 
Front streets, sweeping away every business 
place, store and private residence in way; 
westerly through Fifth street to the Royal 
Mail premises, Panama railway and general 
superintendent’s offices, leaving nothing but 
the walls standing of the latter, and northerly 
to North street. In all about 150 buildings 
were destroyed.

Great Damage to Property and Some Loss 
of Life. 


Paris, September 23.—The floods in the de 
partment of Gard have caused much damage to 
property. On Sunday the river Rhone rose 
nineteen feet and the town of Beaucaire was 
flooded. At Vallerangue or Herault, thirty- 
nine miles northeast of Nimes, the river over- 
flowed its banks and undermined a portion of 
the cemetery. A number of coftins were 
washed out, and together with their contents 
floated down the river. 

Arveche river is greatly swollen at Auvenas, 
the dike collapsed and the surrounding coun- 
try was flooded. Houses were undermined by 
the waters and fell, and twenty vineyards 
throughout the district were devastated. 
Three persons were killed. Gardon river in 
the department of Gard, also overtiowed its 
banks. The country along the river, with its 
standing corps, is an immenseswamp. The 
Moussac bridge has been destroyed and rail- 
road and telegraphic services stopped. Av- 
ingnen and Caderousse districts along the 
Rhone in thedepartment of Vaucluse, are sub- 
merged and workshops and factories closed.

One of the largest and most important deals 
ever made in Americus was consummated here 
on Friday with closed doors, as it was the pol- 
icy of the parties interested to keep the matter 


were put up,” so as to control all the collateral 
benefits of the boom that will result when the 
nature of the deal becomes known, 

Colonel S. H. Hawkins, on behalf of the 
Americus Investment Company, Mayor 
Felder, president of the Americus Electric 
Street railroad, and Mr. G. C. Scofield, general 

manager of the New York Construction Com- 
pany, which is the principal owner of the stock 
of the Street Railroad Company, the Electric 
Light and Power Company,the Gas Light 
Company and the Leeton Park Land 
Company, have, after lengthy nego- 
tiations, agreed upon the terms of a 
trade by which Colonel Hawkins becomes 
the purchaser of the property and franchises of 
these companies in Americus. This deal has 
been on the tapis for some time, but Colonel 
Hawkins’s figures were regarded too low, until 
finally a basis of agreement was reached Fri- 
day. 

Mr. Scofield left for New York on Saturday 
where all the papers covering this big transac- 
tion will be prepared, signed, and sent to 
Americus, after which it was designed to make 
the facts public. 

The value of the property and franchises to 
be transferred is about $250,000, but the price 
paid and the terms of payment and other de- 
tails cannot be ascertained yet, as Colonel 
Hawkins and Mayor Felder, will not give out 
any information on the subject. 

Thus the financial genius of Colonel Haw- 
kins again comes to the front in the interest of 
Americus, for of this property, the street rail- 
way in particular, is of more importance and 
benefit than any other institution here except 
the Savannah, Americus and Montgomery 
railroad, of which he is the head, and the ac- 
quisition of these other properties by him and 
the Americus Investment Company, the 
Elyton Land Company, of Georgia, marks 
another era in the onward progress of 
Americus. 

While the New York Contract Company, 
which made these investments, has large 
means, it was generally thought that their in- 
vestments here were of the nature of a scheme, 
which they might retain, sell out, or allow to 
lag, as their own interest, rather than Amer- 
cus, might dictate. Colonel Hawkins’s scoop 
fixes the future of these enterprises, identifies 
them wholly with Americus and adds another 
feather to hiscap as the great developer of 
Americus and southern Georgia.

Macon, Ga., September 23.—[Special.]—

The committee not only had 
this matterin charge, but went also with a 
view to inviting Governor Gordon to deliver 
an address on that day and to secure the 
United States band stationed at McPherson 
barracks. 

From a telegram received in Macon THE 
CONSTITUTION learns that Governor Gordon 
has accepted the invitation of the committee, 
and will speak in Macon on that day. 

The trades’ display is certainly booming 
right along, and itis more evident than ever 
that it will be the grandest thing ever seen in 
the south. Itis especially desired, however, 
that the reduced rate asked for be 
granted, as they will insure at least, 10,000 
more  yisitors than would otherwise 
attend. Nearly every road in.the state has 
agreed to the rate, with the exception of the 
Central, the East Tennessee and the Georgia. 
Each of these roads centers in Macon, and will 
bring thousands of people here on that day. 
It is confidently expected that they will agree 
to the rate ultimately.

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The Heathens Tear Down @& Railroad Em- 
bankment During the Excitement. 
WasnHixnotor, September 23.—The — 
ment of state has received from the Uni 
States legation at Pekin, China, a report rela- 
tive to the recent heavy floods in that country. 
The report says that the fioods have been the 
most serious ever known. It is onppoe that 
an area of 3,000 miles and a population of sev- 
eral millions were affected by them. Many 
people have been drowned and tens of thou- 
canes are refugees from their homes living on 
charity. One result of the floods, the report 
says, may have far-reaching consequences. 
Near Lutai, which is» point on the railroad 
from Tong-Ku to Tong-Shen, the railroad 
embankment has been destroyed by the peop:e 
for several miles. It was alleged that 
the embankment dammed up the water 
and flooded the country. Forcible pe ion 
was taken of the embankment, which was 
cut in many places, trains were stopped and 
employes driven away. It is supposed that 
the general in command at Lutai either insti- 
gated or connived at these apoio = in 
which his soldicrs largely took part. A very 
serious feature of the case is the supineness of 
Viceroy Li. He has done nothing to prevent 
these lawless proceedings. Tongshan colliery 
is stopped and 3, 
out of employment, and the o eration of the 
railroad is, of course, suspended. This de- 
struction was wanton and unnecessary for 
letting off the water. All proceedings indi- 
cate an anti-raiJroad excitement, which may 
result in postpon.ng indefinitely any further 
railroad enterprises in China. 


VENOM IN THE PULPIT. 


A Pastor Wishes. His Congregation a Half 
Dozen Funerals. 


Syracuse, N. Y., September 23.—"In con- 
clusion, if you should ask me what my wish 
for your future welfare was, I would answer 
and say, a half dozen funerals in your midst. 
Amen.” These were the concluding words of 
the farewell sermon preached by the 
Rev. G. C. Hasskarl, pastor of St. Mark’s 
Lutheran church, on Sunday.

Mr. Hasskarl has been 
the pastor for about a year, but has not been 
satisfactory to all, on account of his interest 
in all kinds of sporting matters, and the al- 
leged failure on his part to meet his grocer’s 
and butcher’s bills. His resignation was asked 
for about a month ago, with an offer that if he 
would leave his salary would be paidin full to 
January Ist. He accepted the offer, and to- 
day was his last sermon. It was filled with 
venom, and his closing words referred to six 
substantial business men who had donated the 
funds to pay his salary for the balance of the 
year. The reverend gentleman was denounced 
on the church steps as he passed out, and the 
excitement was intense among the German 
members of the church. Mr. |Hasskar! left 
town this morning, following his family to Al- 
bany. Charges of unbecoming conduct in the 
pulpit are to be prepared against him, and will 
be presented at the next meeting of the synod.

COTION FROM THE MARKET. 


‘ghe Statement that English Capitalists 
’ gil “Corner” Cotton Declared ‘to Be 
Untrue. 


: : TUBCALOOSA, Ala., Septem ber23,—[Special.] 


For some reason or another the receipts of cot- 


he at this market have been smaller up to 


; resent time than for years at a like date. 
This is attributed to various causes, the trve 
| wardand the staple has not matured at 
eariy.a date as for soveral-years past. The 


ee crop bids fair.to be up to the average, though 
gt will not be so heavy as was expected several 
= e, months since. It isa noticeable fact, also, 


ghat the greater part of the cotton brought to 

market is “stored for better ‘prices,” the 
farmers not taking kindly to the prices that 
powrule. Some cotton changedhands today 
at 93, but in several instances that price was 
refused. 

"Iwas talking today with a gentleman who 
4g a large planter and one of the best known 
giliancemian in the state. He is regarded as 
one of the best posted imen in the state on all 
matters connected with the alliance, and usu- 
ally has an opinion to express upon any matter 
of importance to which his attention may be 
directed. 

“During the conversation, I broached 
the subject just now so popular both 
with the alliancemen and those ‘‘crappers’’ 
who are without the pale of the alliance, i. e., 
¢he purported proposition of an English syn- 
dicate to advance the farmers $382 per bale 
upon 2,000,000 bales of cotton, allowing them 
the use of the money at 4 per cent, and giving 
them a year in which to dispose of 
their cotton. I asked the gentleman 
what he thought of the scheme. 

“Well,” said he, “if you want my candid 
opinion, here it is: The whole thing is a 
newspaper fairy tale. I believe you call it a 

ake,’ don’t you, in newspaper parlance? In 
the first place, it is now too late to undertake 
guch a thing as distributing $64,000,000 among 
the cotton growers. Agencies would have to 
be established at all of the central places 
where cotton is stored, care would have to be 
exercised in the selection of disbursing agents, 
and all of this would require time. The crop 
is now being marketed, and _ hence 
I say there is no _ possible chance 
for relief for the farmers from 
this source this year, whatever may occur in 
future years. 

“In the next place, let me tell you that 
there is no such thing as anational committee 
ofthe Farmers’ Alliance, andas there is no 
national committee how can it conduct the 
negctiaticns as stated ?”’ 

I gave it up, and meekly asked if the 
storage for higher prices of 2,000,000 bales of 
cotton would have the effect sought. 

“There can be no doubt about that,’’ was 
the reply. “‘Why, if that amount of cotton is 
witlidrawn or withheld from the market, the 
price will advance to 10 cents in less than sixty 
days, and 10 cents is all the farmer wants for 
his cotton. He would then sell and be the 
gaincr to the amount of the difference between 
the present price and 10 cents, less storage. 
Give us 10 cents for our cotton and 
there will be no talk of English or 
any, other syndicates, for they will 
not be needed. We will get a 
fair price for our cotton, and whenever we do 
that we will unload and pay the merchant for 

our bacon and grits.” 

Realizing that this question, like all others, 
had two sides, I next sought a gentleman 


whose business it is to purchase cotton, and 


asked his opinion as to the merits of the prop- 
osition stated above. Said he: 

“I do not pretend to be posted on this sub- 
ject. Ofcourse, not being admitted to the 
councils of the alliance, I am not prepared to 
state whether the proposition to distribute 
$64,000,000 among the farmers is genuine or 
not, though if you want my belief, 1 must say 
that I do not credit the report.”’ 

“Put,’’ said I, ‘“‘supposethe reportis founded 
on facts, and suppose the farmers withhold 
2,000,000 bales of eetton from the market, what 
Will the effect be?” 

“Disastrous—to the cotton grower.”’ 

“Upon what do you base this conclusion ?” 

‘‘Miy foundation is common sense. The cot- 
fon menacross the water—the manipulators, if 
you prefer it; the men who make 
or break the market are among the 
shrewdest financiers of the land. They 
have long heads as well as long purses. 
They know they are paying as much for cot- 
ton as they think it is worth—as much, at 
least, as they can afford to pay and realize a 
profit from the factor, and the moment the 
cornerissprung on them, that moment they 
Will cease buying.” 

“But they must. buy,” I interposed, ‘‘else 
how will the factor receive his supplies ?”’ 

“He won’t want any supplies. The factor is 
not disposed to pay a big price for cotton any 
more thanis the broker. If half the crop is 
withdrawn from the market he will simply 
run on half time, if he can, or shut down en- 
tirely, if be must, and patiently wait for the 
next crop to make its appearance, when he 
wil! come up smiling and make his purchase. 
I confess the problems now confronting us are 
knoity. I believe the price now paid for cot- 
ton is a fair one, all things considered. 
My friend, the cotton grower, is 
disposed to differ with me. Of course, human 
nature is the same the world over, and he who 
produces seeks the largest price he can com- 
mand for his products. On the other hand, 
the purchaser aims to pay the minimum and 
not the maximum price. But while this is so, 
Iam perfectly honest in the belief that, grant- 
ing the scheme now so much talked of has a 
foundation in fact, it will miscarry in its ends 
and aims.”’ 

After haying secured the above opinions, 
both given by thoroughly posted and wide- 
awake gentlemen, I retired from. the field as 
much in tho dark as ever as to the effects of 
the syndicate’s work, though the consensus of 
Opinion seemed to lean in the direction of the 
fact that no syndicate had been formed. In

VENABLE AND ELLIOTT UNSEATED. 


Reed and His Subjects Steal Two More 
Democratic Seats. 

Wasuinaton, September 23.—Mr. O’Fer- 
rall was the only democrat in the chamber 
this morning during the delivery of prayer. 

The clerk immediately began to eall the 
roll on approval of Friday’s journal. 

The clerk having -called the roll he an- 
nounced pairs and recapitulated the list of 
those voting. 

The speaker hesitated bofore he announced 
the result, there being but two lacking Ofa 
quorum. 

Mr. O’Ferrall demanded that the result be 
announced. In order to delay the announce- 
ment, republican after republican arose and 
requested to know how they were recorded. 

Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, inquired how the 


gontleman from Virginia (Mr. O’Ferral)) had, 


voted. 

Mr. O’Ferrall replied that he had§mever 
voted to perpetrate larceny, and he did not 
propose to do so in this case. 

Mr. Allen, of Michigan—The gentleman 
doth protest too much. The gentleman has 
evidently stolen the whole of-the other side. 

J. D. Taylor—May I ask the gentleman a 
question ? 

Mr. O’Ferrall—That isa dilatory question. 
[Laughter.] 

Mr. Taylor inquired whether the gontleman 
from Virginia (Mr. O’Ferrall) when he was 
seated by the democratic house, considered it 
larceny. 

Mr. O’Ferrall retorted that keeping him out 
of his seat had been larceny and that the dem- 
ocratic congress had vindicated him. 

Mr. Taylor—The only evidence that you had 
a right to a seat was that you were seated by a 
majority vote. 

Mr. O'Ferrall--It would be well to remem- 
ber the course of the republicans in the last 
congress when for days and weeks they re- 
frained from voting in the contested election 
case of Sullivan against Felton. 

Mr. Allen, of Michigan—Why didn’t you 
connt us. 

The vote was then announced to be yeas 155, 
naysl. No quorum and acallof the house 
was ordered. 

Just as the clerk began to call the roll, Mr. 
Sweney, of Iowa, one of the absentees, entered 
and was received by his colleagues with ap- 
plause. Shortly afterwards Mr. Mudd, of 
Maryland, made his appearance, and was re- 
ceived with mingled applause and hisses. 

During roll-call, the camera was again 
brought into requisition, and the photographer 
again reproduced the array of empty demo- 
cratic seats. 

One hundred and sixty-four members re- 
sponded to the call, and without any announce- 
ment of the result, further proceedings were 
dispensed with, and the vote again recurred on 
approving Friday’s journal. 

While this roll-call was in progress, applause 
and hisses were given when Mr. Milliken 
entered the hall, fora time Mr. Cheadle, of 
Indiana, who is opposed to Langston’s claims, 
peng the absentees, and located himself on a 

ounge in the lobby, declining to enter the 

chamber. But the requests and supplications 
of his party associates proved too strong, and 
upon this vote he recorded his name in the af- 
firmative. 

The yote resulted: Yeas, 160; nays 0—the 
clerk ‘voting quorum. Notwithstanding the 
protest of Mr. O’ Ferrall, the speaker decided 
the reading of Saturday’s journal. 

Mr. O'Ferrall demanded a division on its 
approval, and while the republicans were be- 
ing counted, he retired to the cloakroom amid 
victorious shouts from the republicans and ex- 
pressions of regret at his,desertion. — - 

Assoon as Mr. O’Ferrall was ont of. the 
hall, Mr. Haugen asked unanimous consent to 
dispense with the division and, there being no 


democrat present to object, it was endorsed, 


amid laughter and applause. Then Mr. 
O’Ferrall returned, but the journal had been 
approved. Monday’s journal was approved 
without objection. 

The question then recurred upon the first of 
the majority resolutions to unseat Venable. It 
was agreed to—yeas, 151; nays, 1 (Mr. 
Cheadie)—the clerk voting quorum. 

Then came the question on the seating of 
Langston, and it was carried on a division— 
Messrs. O’Ferrall and Cheadle alone voting in 
the negative. 

Mr. Haugen then escorted Mr. Langston to 
the bar of the house, while the republican side 
and galleries broke into loud applause and 
cheers, which was redoubled as the speaker 
administered the oath. 

[hen came a chorus from the republican 
side, ‘‘Call up another case,’’ and in response 
to the chorus, Mr. Rowell, of LDlinois, called 
up the South Carolina case of Miller against 
Elliott. 

Mr. O’Ferrall raised the question of consid- 
eration, and, on a cailfor a vote, the speaker 
stated that the house had determined to con- 
sider the case. 

Mr. O’Ferrall made the point that there 
was no quorum present. 

The speaker declined to entertain the point, 
stating that the last vote had shown a quorum, 
and that since then several democrats had en- 
tered the hall. 

The previous question was ordered and (de- 
spite a protest from Mr. Kerr, of Iowa, that 
some reason for its adoption should be given) 
the resolution unseating Elliott and seating 
Miller was agreed to without division. 

Upon the motion of Mr. Henderson, of 
Iowa, the house went into committe of the 
whole on the senate amendments to the de- 
ficiency bill. 

Mr. McCreary, of Kentucky, who, with a 
number of other democrats entered the cham- 
ber at this moment and inquired what bil 
was under discussion. 

Mr. Henderson, of Lowa, in, response, said 
that he did not biame the gentleman for being 
a little behind on general legislation; and Mr. 
Caswell, of Wisconsin, sarcastically suggested 
that the gentleman from Kentucky be sworn 
in as a member of the house. 

The republican absentees were T. M. Brown 
of Indiana, Butterworth, Connell, Ewart, 
Finley, Hansbrough, Peters and Wilson of 
Kentucky. Republicans present and not 
voting were Bliss and Browne of Virginia. 
Mr. Milliken, of Maine, who had just returned 
to the city, was not present, and immediately 
messengers and pages went scouring the city 
to look himup. As. the clerk proceeded, it 
was also noticed that Mr. Mudd, of Maryland, 
had failed to respond, and Chairman Rowell, 
of the elections committee, went himself in 
pursuit of the absentees. But it appeured that 
these apprehensions were groundless, as 
Sweeney, of Iowa, who had hardly been ex- 

ected so soon, came into the house justin 
season to carry the vote necessary to make a 
quorum. 

Further proceedings were remarkably ex- 
peditious, and Mr. O’ Ferrall, the lonely demo- 
cratic sentinel, was absolutely powerless to 
check the majority in its fuliswing. The yea 
and nay vote deciaring that Veneable was 
not elected showed that there were 165 repub- 
licans in attendance, including those who did 
not vote, but were paired, namely: Messrs. 


Bliss, Browne of Virginia, Cooper of Ohio, , 


DeHaven, Frank, McCord, McKenna, Stock- 
bridge, Waddell, Wade, Wright and Yardley.

A curiously original breach of promise suit will 
be tried at the present term of court at Alfred, the 
parties to which area man living at Springvale 
and a}Kenne!uikport woman.

SEPTEMBER 24, 1890, 
The Lottery Advertisements. 

This morning Tue CONSTITUTION ap 

pears without the lottery advertisements, 

and it will continue to appear without 


them. 

The constitutionality of the anti-lot- 
tery law will be tested, and the test 
will not stop short of the United States 
supreme court, from which tribunal a 
final decision may not be expected for a 
long time to come, as the court is re- 
ported to be three years behind with its 
business. We are advised that a test 
case is already begun and that in the 
meantime many papers published in the 
large cities of the country will continue 
to take lottery advertisements for their 
city editions, while they comply with the 
letter of the law by removing the pro- 
scribed matter from their mail circula- 
tion. This course is open to THE Con- 
STITUTION, but we prefer to co-operate 
with the government in the enforcement 
of the law, not only in the letter, but 
in the spirit. Now that a general law 
has been passed, we are glad of it and 
will do all in our power to make it 
effective. 

Last fall the Georgia legislature passed 
an anti-lottery law which was both in- 
effective and unfair—ineffective because of 
defects in its statute, and unfair in its 
operation because the legislature did not 
have power enough over commerce to 
control the mails or the conduct of pub- 
lications outside the state. The state 
law did not prevent the circulation in 
Georgia of circulars or papers from other 
states containing lottery advertisements. 
The purpose of the law was thus de- 
feated through the lack of jurisdiction. 
This was manifestly unfair to the Geor- 
gia papers who had this much of their 
business cut off while their competitors 
from neighboring cities on the border of 
the states were in no wise interfered with. 
Now that has passed a law 
operative everywhere alike, we wiil be 
glad to see it enforced, and we carry the 
principle into our city circulation, which 
does not go through the mails and could 
not be interfered with by this law. 


A. Bad Policy. 

The attitude of England towards Ireland 

becomes more interesting as time wears on. 
It is an attitude which the liberty-loving 
world cannot commend; for the lenient 
features of the English government’s policy 
to this oppressed country only mask the 
weapons which are daily drawn against it. 
/ It is always one form of oppression or 
another; and the frequent arrests of Irish 
leaders is now attracting world-wide atten- 
tion, and is adding to the gravity of the 
Anglo-Irish situation. 

It isthe opinion of the most conserva- 
vative thinkers that a crisis of some sort is 
at hand. It seems to be the English idea 
that Irish orators and representatives are 
dangerous to English control in Ireland; 
that they incite the people to riot and insub- 
ordination; and so the policy is to suppress 
them; to cast them in prisons and check 
their eloquence. 

This, of itself, will breed more riot and 
disorder than a more liberal policy would. 
The imprisonment of Irish leaders only — in- 
flames the Irish heart; and if this policy is 
persisted in and pursued with vigor, there 
is no saying what the result will be. 

England cannot possibly hope to with- 
draw all constitutional and other rights 
from Ireland, and yet this would seem to be 
the idea of the government by its high- 
handed methods with Irish leaders. The 
signs of the times indicate that it is precip- 
ftating a crisis which will have grave 
and unlooked-for results. 

Here isa sample of the way affairs in Ire- 
and are managed by the English authorities, 
A Mr. Morton, an Englishman, who recently 


visited Ireland, says: 

I have just returned from a meeting at the vil- 
lage of Looscane, on the Clanricarde estate (Gal- 
Way county), where have met witha striking 
filustration of the despicable meanness of Mr. 
Balfour's administrationin Ireland. The me:t- 
ing was held in the public road, atthe gates of 
the Catholic church. At the side of the meeting, 
and :facing slightly away from the meeting 
twenty-six constables, armed with rifles, were 
drawn up two deep “at attention.” About a 
dozen other constables, also armed with rifles, 
Were scattered about round the outside of the 
meeting. Before the meeting began District In- 
Spector Oulton, who was in command of the 
police, told Mr. John Roche, M. P., that he would 
disperse the meeting “if anything illegal was said.” 
Mr. Roche asked him by what right he constituted 
himself judge of what was legal or illegal, but 
could get noreply. About 500 of the tenants, 
evicted and @herwise, of the Clanricarde estate, 
were present. In the course of my speech I ad- 
vised them “t® stand by their combination in 
every respect.” Whereupon District Inspector 
Oulton interrupted me. | 

To a character like Mr. Balfour’s this method of 
bringing pressure upon English speakerain Ire- 
land no doubt seems clever, and it no doubt 
amuses him; but I ask you to allow me to explain 
to English electors what exactly it means. I will 
mot dwell on the folly of the proceeding. I had 
given the advice to stand by their combination 
once; to object to my repeating it only empha- 
sized what I had said in the minds of my audi- 
ence, and as a matter of fact the chairman wound 
up the meeting with the words: “There is no need 
for English visitors to tell us to stand by our

There itis! Liberty of speech and ac- 
tion restricted; Irish popular sentiment 
defied; Lrish orators silenced; guarded with 
guns and menaced with the jail; no rights; 
no liberty! How long can such things last? 


Trouble with Servants, 

The Jacksonville Times-Union complains 
bitterly of the difficulty in getting and re- 
taining good servants in Florida, The com- 
plaint is not on account of the high prices 
paid, but because of the inefficient service. 
People in Jacksonville, and other Florida 
towns, would be willing to pay liberal wages 
for good cooks and house servants, and, in 
fact, do pay liberal wages, but are unable to 
get satisfactory service. 

The same complaint of late has been heard 
in a good many of the Georgia towns, and a 
few plain words on the subject are not out 
of place. The negro’s hope is in meritorious 
work. No people on earth can live without 
work, and no servants can permanently re- 
tain good positions unless the service is 
proportional to the wages paid. There are 
in Atlanta several thousand negro carpen- 
ters, inasons and laborers at work, and they 
retain their positions because they give good 
work for the wages they receive. As a gen- 
eral tule, the work of domestic servants is 
not so satisfactory. A large portion of the 
colored population derive their support from 
this service. One great trouble is the failure 
to keep contracts and the sudden leave-taking 
without notice to employers. This is not 
the way to independence. The only way 
for an employe, white or black, to perma- 
nently better his condition is to give good 
value for every dollar of wages received, and 
to have some regard for the convenience of 
employers in changing positions. Having 
left an employer in the lurch without notice, 
the chances are that a servant will never 
find work in that household again, and will 
not get any assistance in securing other posi- 
tions. But a servant who does faithful work 
and has some regard for the rights of his 
employer, in giving proper notice of depart- 


‘ure, will always be sure of a position at good 


wages. 

So far, the negroes have been the best 
servants the southern people have ever had; 
but, in some localities, their indifference and 
utter disregard of the rights of employers are 
getting intolerable. The result will be that 
unless there is a change for the better other 
servants of a different race will be brought 
here, even if it costs a great deal more to 
get them. Thisis plain talk, butit is no 
plainer than the fact. People who pay 
wages will have proportionate service from 
somebody sooner or later. ‘There are mil- 
lions of white people in the crowded regions 
of Europe who would be glad to get what 
negro servants treat as something hardly 
worth their while to bother with. The 
southern people have always preferred the 
negro When he would do his best, but this 
preference ceases when he becomes indiffer- 
ent and inefiicient. A word tothe wise is 
sufficient. 


The Irish Arrests. 

The arrest of Mr. Dillon and Mr. O’Brien 
on the eve of their departure for America 
will reawaken sympathy for the cause of 
home rulein Ireland. The liberal press of the 
united kingdom expresses the opinion that 
the arrests were made to prevent Messrs. 
Dillon and O’Brien from coming to America 
to arouse American sympathy and solicit 
American aid. Mr. O’Brien himself takes 
another view. He thinks the government is 
making a supreme effort to crush out the 
Irish tenants’ organization for concerted ac- 
tion, and thus defeat the ‘‘plan of cam- 
paign,’’ which is the most effective method 
the tenants have yet devised to protect 
themselves from extortion on the part of 
landlords. 

But if the government’s object was, as 
the liberal papers allege, to prevent the ap- 
peal to America for sympathy and aid, Mr. 
O’Brien asserts that a more absurd calcula- 
tion was never made, even by the present 
chief secretary for Ireland. 

‘‘Far from preventing our appeal to 
America,’’ says Mr. O’Brien, ‘‘he has made 
it for usin the most striking arid impressive 
way. The story of these arrests will ring 
throughout America like a trumpet note, 
compared with which our voices would have 
been feeble and ineffective. All Irish- 
Americans know that Tipperary is the key 
tothe fight for Ireland. They willtake care 
to frustrate the dastardly attempts of the 
government.”’ | 

This is strong language, but if such ar- 
rests for political offenses were made in 
America, we would think that freedom had 
failed. The tory administrationis driven 
to desperate straits, and its resort’ to 
extreme measures is a confession of weak- 
ness, Which the English people _ will 
appreciate. Unlessthe signs‘fail, there will 
be a change in the administration before a 
great while, 


Boulanger’s Life, 

The story of Boulanger’s stormy Ife is 
worthy of contemplation, for it is a story 
which gives food for reflection, 

Reared under advantageous circumstances, 
and beginning his career under the most au- 
spicious conditions, he ends it ignominiously 
in the Isle of Jersey, where,. hiding from 
the storm of outraged public sentiment, he 
solaces himself with the sensual joys of the 
debauchee; content to desert his family and 
his country, leaving honor behind, if only he 
may pass his days inthe companionship of 
his beautiful inamorata. 

There was atime when General Boulanger 
was a free man, shrinking ftom no danger 
at the call of duty, and bearing on his -body 
the honorable scars which he received in 
the battles of his country. There was a 
time when the charmed circle of his home 
was the place of highest happiness to him; 
but all is changed. Ambition led him into 
intrigues against the government which 
brought on his downfall, and the flattery of 
friends and the adulation of the populace 
led him into voluptuous habits, which sepa- 
rated him from his family, and brought him 
to lay his head on Delilah’s lap, there to be 
shorn of his courage and his honor as he lis- 
tened to that siren voice while it bade him 
flee from danger like a coward and desert his 
country like a traitor, to seck bodily safety 
in a place where only the companion of his 
debauchery accompanied him. Now even 
his warmest friends and staunchest support- 
ers forsake him; those brave men who would 
have followed him into danger, are sickened 


at the sight of this inglorious exile. Now| 


sickening story of vanity and intrigue is t 


by a man who says that he once hada strong 
affection for Boulanger, and even is now 
pained to say aught against him, but discloses 
the facts because he believes the good of 
France demands that the truth be told. 
These revelations, which have not been 
questioned, show Boulanger’s intrigue with 
leading Orleanists and Bonapartists, and 
show that Boulanger’s mysterious campaign 
funds, which so puzzled the government, 
were contributed by parties hostile to the re- 
public, ne 

Boulanger is not despised because he is an 
exile, for men have lived in. heroie banish- 
ment, triumphant even in exile, because 
they suffered for the country’s good; but Bou- 
Janger has put himself in the attitude of a 
deserter, forsaking his family and his coun- 
try—leaving the one because of his unholy 
lust, and fleeing from the other because of 
the extremities to which his selfish ambition 
and his unscrupulous intrigues had brought 
him. Professing tobe the apostle of ‘reform, 
the leader of the people ina demand fora 
more democratic form of government, he 
consorted with the enemies of the republic 
and joined them in efforts for its downfall. 
Thus he betrayed the people, and for this 
they despise him, False to his family, false 
to the people and false to his own man- 
hood, he lives to see himself branded with 
ignominy by one who was his friend: 

Such is the path of selfish ambition; there 
leads the way of the demagogue when it is 
followed to the end. No course is. safe in 
this world but the course of truth and sin- 
cerity; the time-server will fall upon other 
times which he cannot serve, and only the 
true and sincere man will come out of them 
all. ! 


Politics in the Pulpit. 

An exchange calls attention to the fact 
that the preachers have taken a stand against 
the republican party, and are beginning to 
lecture its followers with good democrati¢ 
texts. 

While many may be disposed to object to 
politics in the pulpit, still the example of 
Bishop Potter is not to be despised by his 
brethren; and some of them have taken up 
the cue furnished by that learned divine, 
and are trying to preach the republicans 
into grace. 3 

Thus we hear of the Rev. Mr. Gleason, of 
Maine, himself a republican, living in 
Speaker Reed’s district, delivering a sound 
lecture to his party from the pulpit. 

In the recent election by which Reed was 
returned to congress, this minister charges 
that one of the richest and most influential 
men in Reed’s favorite district ‘‘was seen to 
sit in the market place, during the election, 
with a pile of bills and a memorandum book 
on his lap, and that votes for Reed were 
purchased by the thousands.’’ And not only 
did the gentleman in question display him- 
self thus conspicuously, but other rich men 
of the district followed his example, and 
votes were purchased at wholesale. 

The people knew this before; but it is 
surprising to hear such proceedings ¢on- 
demned by republican ministers, ‘right out 
in meeting.’’ It is surprising, but neverthe- 
less a hopeful sign. The reverend gentle- 
man denounced these methods in unmeasitte 
terms, and laid the whole infamy before lhis 
republican congregation. 
ceedings were disgraceful; that he was hot 
preaching a political sermon, but a sermon 
in the cause of righteousness and honesty, 

This will be a pill for Reed to swallow, 
but he will doubtless gulp it down with good 
grace. He has got what he wanted, and no 
matter what the means were, he is satisfied. 
But in this connection we would join with 
an esteemed contemporary, The Indianapolis 
Sentinel, in extending an invitation to this 
reverend gentleman, the republican pastor 
of the Maine fold, to visit other republican 
districts in the union and deliver himself ac- 
cordingly. Speaking for Indiana, The Senti- 
nel says: ‘‘Our divines are more interested 
in the denunciation of alleged outrages in 
the south than they are in rebuking the sins 
committed within hearing of their voices.’’ 

What a power for good this preacher 
would be, for instance, over on President 
Harrison's camping ground, and in various 
sections of the far and unregenerate west! 


Keep an Eye on the South. 

The American Cultivator, which is pub- 
lished at Boston, has an editorial paragraph 
that is perhaps more suggestive than the 
writer intended it to be. It runs as follows: 

The common notion at the north that most, if 
not all, southern farming is slipshod and un- 
profitable is sadly in need of revision. A major- 
ity of southern farmers are now making more 
money than either those of the north or west. 
Their staple crops, cotton, tobacco and sugar, 
when grown under right conditions, yield more 
money than most northera staples. The story of 
the success of Mr. Ballentine, a native North Car- 
olinian, in Virginia farming, is a most interesting 
one. Before the war he had §$27,000 worth of 
slaves, who were of course freed. After the war, 
Mr. Ballentine had Jand, but no heip to work it. 
He found he could hire the freedmen and make 
more money by their labor than he ever could 
when they were siaves. He is now worth halfa 
million dollars, made very largely by growing to- 
bacco, though this ts not his exclusive crop. His 
net income from his 300-acre farm is $27,000 p>r 
year, and only a year or two since he sold $6,000 
worth of tobacco from ten acres of land. When 
he began farming, after the war fied his Slaves, 
Mr. Ballentine had only $1,500 in money. He now 
gtows all kinds of market vegetables for the New 
York market, and expce‘s, if he lives till 1900, to 
more than double his present large capital. His 
market garden products are shipped north from 
Norfolk, Va., where Mr. Ballentine has his office 
and directs the working of his farm and Shipping 
of its products. 


There are a great many notions about the 
south common at the north that the people 
of the last named section would do well to 
rid themselves of. We dare say that there 
has been more clear money made in Georgia 
out of agriculture, pure and simple, during 
the last twenty years than there has been in 
all New England during the last half cen- 
tury. According to Senator Hoar and some 
other political authorities, the agriculture of 
New England has been transferred from the 
country places to the towns and Cities. If 
we are not misinformed, Mr. Hoar has an 
idea that the farmers of Massachusetts have 
sought shelter in the hothouses and truck 
patches around Boston. 
~ This may serve to explain the desertion of 
the farms and country towns of New 
England, but those who are interested in 
the matter may as well be told now, as later, 
that the suburban truck patches afford no 
sort of security. Whenever these market 
gardeners come into direct competition with 
those of the south, as must be the case in a

advise our New England friends not to de- 
pend on impressions that are based on mal- 
ice and ignorance. 

We hear a great deal of talk, even at 
home, about the hard times the farmers 
have, and it is undoubtedly true that work 
is necessary and that the products of the 
farm have to bear most of the burdens of 
the vicious legislation that increases taxes, 
and of the evils of a financial system that 
has been devised by monopolists and specu- 
lators for their own benefit. The fact re- 
mains, however, that the enterprise and in- 
telligence of our farmers have demonstrated 
the fact that there is no legitimate business 
more profitable than that of agriculture 
properly managed. The case of Mr. Ballen- 
tine, cited by The Cultivator, is only one 
out of hundreds and thousands. 

We advise our northern friends to keep an 
eye on the south.

The bill became a law on November the 
seth, and it has been sprung on candidates in 
sther cities, but was comparatively unheard of 
in Atlanta—not even the candidates knowing 
of it. 

The language of the act seems quite plain. 

However, many prominent Atlantians who 
have examined it entertain different views. 

Some assert that it will prevent a council- 
man or an alderman in office from running for 
another city office. 

Others claim that he may resign and enter a 
race for any other place. 

And yet others hold that the law will not 
allow a resignation, and that he 
would be ineligible even though he 
had resigned up to the expiration of the time 
for which he was elected. 

Just now the question is quite an interesting 
one in Atlanta. 

Interesting because nearly all of the avowed 
candidates for mayor are members of the gen- 
eral council. 

Mavor Pro Tem. Hutchison, who is a known 
candidate, has one year to serve after the next 

‘election for mayor. 

Mr. llowell’s term asalderman expires in 
Docember. 

But until then he isa member of the alder- 
manic board. 

Can he make the race without resigning ? 

Or can he, by the law, resign to make the 
race’ 

Mr. Hugh Inman, whose name has been 
mentioned in connection with the mayoralty, 
is in the same position as Mr. Howell. 

Mr. Woodward is in the same boat with Mr. 
Hutechison—onuly he has two years instead of 
one to serve. 

Mr. Rice,the author of the bill, thinks.it will 
prevent any of the gentlemen from running. 

“No one suggested the bill’ he said in dis- 
enssizig it, ‘and L introduced it to prevent a 
man from holding two offices in any Georgia 
city at one time. 

“T got my idea from the state constitution. 
That prevents an officer from resigning 
to accept any other office of profit or 
trust in the state, and I think the bill I intro- 
duced is exactly the same wording.”’ 

‘‘But how will it affect the mayor's race this 
fall?’’ 

“T hadn't thought of that when_I introduced 
the bili, but I guess the act will have just the 
same construction as that section of the state 
constitution.” 

Mr. Woodward was probably one of the first 
persons in the city who became aware of the 
law, and when asked about it yesterday, said: 

‘‘The law was pointed out to me when I was 
thinking of making the race for mayor. I 
think the language is quite plain, and Iam

At the station house the children at once 
caught the sympathy of all, and ina few mo- 
ments a half dozen comfortable homes were 
open to them. 

Litt!e Annie, who carried hung about her 
shoulders a school satchel, in which were a 
book and slate, answered falter#Mly the ques- 
tions that were asked. 

“T came across the big sea,” she said, ‘‘from 
Bohemia, when I was a half a year old.” 

Then by degrees, as sho gained confidence, 
she went on to tell about how she and her 
little sister, Mary, came to be alone. Her 
story was brief and disconnected. In sub- 
stance it was as follows: 

Annie and Mary had left their home in 
Edgewood Monday morning to attend school 
at the convent of the Immaculate Conception 
on Loyd street. After school they went to 
visit their cousin near Grant park, Mr. 
Romper, who runs a diary farm. 

Their visit was according to their parents’ 
permission. They were to remain all night 
with Mr. Romper’s family and after going to 
school yesterday were toreturn to their home 
in Edgewood.

Anew Romeoand Juliet went out of the 
world together yesterday as the sun rose upon 
the sleeping city. But the balcony scene was 
the scene of death. 

It was a curious stage on which to enact 
roman ‘ic tregedy—-the Bowery at Canal street. 
In the purlicus of the city, in the Cheapside 
of the American metropolis, on the matter-of- 
fect platform of an elevated railroad station, 
and ina stuffy little room that overlooked it, 
a love-sick pair of Germans took their lives, 
and took them swiftly, because unrelenting 
paren's across the sea would not smile upon 
their svt. 

And vet it was not so inappropriate a place 
after all when one comes to think upon it, for 
inthis pace hosts of lovers have walked in 
years gone by, and just acress the way is the 
great facade of the famous Old Bowery, now 
the Thalia theater, upon whose historic boards 
many a Romeo and many a Juliet famed in 
the annals of histrionie art have loved their 
loves and died their deaths, victims of parental 
hatred and unkindness.

A train came up and they boardedit, 
but Gustave Koch remained behind. 

THE FAREWELL. 

Suddenly a white face appeared at the win- 
dow, and 2 woman in a snow-white night robe 
leaned out and spoketohim. A few rapid 
sentences in German were exchanged between 
them; a pair of white arms fiung out in a fare- 
well gesture so full of love it must have made 
his heart ache, and then the white face was 
Withdrawn. It was his death signal. 

uietly tossing away his cigar the German 
crew a revolver from his pocket, placed it at 
his tex»p'e and fired—then fell like a lump of 
lead upon the platform. 

The guard ran up, but the man was dead, 
andathin stream of bleod and brains oozed 
from his wound and dropped down on the 
pavement below, staining the iron girders that 
Support the platform. 

it was aneat jobso far as instantaneous 
death was concerned, but strangely out of 
piace. 

The guard, accustomed to strange doings, 
ran downstairs and summoned a policeman, 
who suminoned a stretcher from the Eldridge 
street station. While it was coming—and 
there was some delay, of course—the dead 
body lay where it had fallen, and a curious 
crowd gathered about it to look and gossip 
Aiter the fashion of New York crowds about 
énything of interest. 

Then the body was carried away and the 
first act in the tragedy was over. But no one 
dreamed of the second act in the lighted win- 
dow above the platform. 

MESSAGES TO THE LIVING. 

The police had no difficulty in establishing 
the identity of the suicide, forin his pockets 
were a number of cards bearing the engraved 
mame, Emilie Rossi, and various mé eS, 
mostofthem in German. One in English 
read as follows: 

Send word to B. F. Falk, 949 Broadway. 

Leave the two rings on my fingers and send 
€verything else found in my possession to my

GUSTAVE G. Kocn. 


He was dressed as if fora morning wedding. 
His linen was immaculate and his clothing all 
new. He wore shepherd’s plaid trousers, @ 
Coat and vest of fine black cloth, a silk neck- 
fie and low gaiters. He was sized up as not 
far from thirty years of ago, and the guess of 
thepolice proved to be nearly correct, as he 
Was thirty-two. His face was badly disfigured 
by the bullet. 

The B. F. Falk mentioned in the card is 
Falk, the photographer, for whom Koch has 
Worked several years, The dead man had 
about $4 in his pockets, a gold watch and 
Chain, a photograph of himself,a couple of 
handkerchiefs, a memorandum k, a silver 
, €ase and a match box. 
| _It was plain that he courted no secrecy in

She tore open the night gown to feel the 
heart, and a round hole under the left breast, 
with blackened edges, about two inches in 
diameetr, solved all doubts at once.¢ At the 
same time the glitter of a pistol tightly 
clenched in the right hand for the first time 
caught her eye. Calling into the room Lottie 
Polls, the fifteon-year-old cousion of Emilie, 
who also boarJed at the Hotel Germania, Mrs. 
Knorn at once put on her things and went 
around to the Eldridge street station to report. 
Gusiness and not sentiment rules in the breast 
of Mrs. Knorn. 

A truer bullot never sped on mission of 
death. . 1t had gone straight through the heart 
and stopped within aninch of the surface of 
the back. Searcely a drop of blood had been 
spilled. 

Death must haye been instantaneous. It 
was a work of art, that shot, the last one of 
the pretty littloartiste Jof Amberg’s theater. 

CAREFULLY ARRANGED. 

Well, they mercifully ring the curtain down 
inthe theater at the climax of the tragedy, 
but in real life there is an afterpiece, one 
dreaded by this German Juliet, and which 
she begged in her farewell letter might not be 
performed in her case. No autopsy, only the 
merciful fires of cremation, obliterating the 
handiwork and hiding forever the youthful 
form which had borne so much real and 
imagined woe. 

The police came, the coroners and the re- 
porters, Each had his duty to perform, but 
those duties raised the curtain} again, and 
tore _ the wounds which she had success- 
fully hidden in life from the scrutiny of her 
nearest friends. 

And yet I am inclined to think that she 
courted publicity, and with the actress’ in- 
stinct left no stone unturned to make her 
death a marked and noticeable one. It was 
this instinct which caused her to persuade her 
lover to kill himself when she killed herself, 
which caused her to put the faded flower on 
her night gown, arraying herselfas for a bridal 
bed; to remove all the rings from her fingers 
and substitute a plain gold band upon the mar- 
riage finger—a ring she had never been seen to 
wear before, and which, undoubtedly, she in- 
tended to mean ‘‘married in death.”’ 

And it was this instinct which made her pen, 
on the eve of self-destruction and in a hand so 
steady that she, in a sort of complacent de- 
lirium, called attention to the fact, the follow- 
ing extraordinary letter, which Coroner Messe- 
mer translated for me: 

DEAD A LONG TIME. 

Forgive me, my dear, good aunt, that I have 
done this deed in your house. But look! I did 
not want to be ruined here so miserable. Here at 
last I lie, among people who love me. Since I have 
stepped into your house I have worn a mask. You 
know it. 

You accuse me of lack of confidence. You 
know my patient nature has always been my 
enemy. I cannot open my heart to everybody. 

[ have been deadalong time, and it was in 
Germany where my heart was broken, All par- 
ticipated in hunting me down. Some with their 
love and some with their hate. My wother dves 
not lové me any more since she recognized the 
strength of my will and my ability to carry it out. 
She thinks I wish to remain at the foot of the lad- 
der,‘and that lam against my own fortune, what 
she considered the goal of my ambitions. She 
wished for me to be brilliant, and withont any 
recompense. Inevyer cared ons bogs for earthly 
goods or pleasures, and I despise the opinion of 
mankind. 

The world always appeared to me to be too bad 
to do good in, and since my own mother wrote me 
she wished never to see me any more, I did not 
hesitate to earry Out my resolve to end this miser- 
able, senseless trouble. 

Slam very glad. that I shall at last have rest. I 

hail with delight the eternal peace. At last I will 

find that stillness that 1 have sought without avail 

everywhere on earth, and after which my sick 

heart and feverish brain had for years longed. 
NOT MEANT FOR FARTH. 

Ihave been badly constr need for this land. 
Let us say mildly, too weak on y- am afraid 
mamma did not mean it quite so harshly, as sick- 
ness rendered her irritable at times. After my 
death, perhaps the old and great love she bore for 
meé will be victorious, and deep regret burn in her 
kindly heart. Then it will be too late. But in my 
eyes there is no excuse and no reparation for the 
harm done. 

She should never have done that to me even if 
I had deserved it ever 80 much, Formerly she has 
done the same, and then I am always asked to 
forget it again, like she does herself. 

Butthe wound remains. I don’t want to live 
longer in a world where one is disappointed 80 
much daily, and where such fervent love as existed 
gomeng between me and my adored Martha can 
be lost. 

My small effects remain so for Lottie and 
mothe as far as they are not required to defray my 
funeral expenses. I don’t know the prices in this 
country. As I lay, 80 I wish to remain. 

Nothing shall be disturbed or altered. Let no 
one tonch me otherwise than to take leave of me. 
Noautopsy, no cutting up. In death at last I 
want torest. The last day. 

I have endured more physically and mentally 
than you can imagine. 

LAST WISH FOR CREMATION. 

And nowI makea last and very urgent and 
great request, which 1 consider the most impor- 
tant, and which I hope nothing whatever will pre- 
vent you in carrying out, and that is to be cre- 
mated, if possible, tomorrow. In the small box I 
will leave several small requests, if anything 
should occur to my mind. 

The most I have already ordered myself. I beg 
you to send the dispatch on the 29th, and I beg of 
you, nothing about suicide. I have died of heart 
disease. If anything should be agreeable to me it 
was your healthy and just manner, and your 
friendly hospitality, your truly motherly kindness. 

Ithank you from my whole soul, and I hope 
you will live for yourself that reward in heaven. 

Adieu, my dear girls. 

Lottie, think of our last conversation. 

Also you, Martha, do not forget me. Remain 
good and in the right line. Keep to yourself con- 
science and do your duty. Guard yourself against 
ingratitude, What advice could I give you that 
you have not already heard from aunt’s lips? 

But God! how wearylam! Ishallsleep with- 
out waking. How firmandsure my writing! I 
do not tremble. How greatmy composure! Even 
the pain is dumb. Live forever, dear, good Aunt 
Knorn! Again thanks, and again forgiveness. 

Adieu, Lottie. Martha, I wish you all what is 
truly best, and kiss you as one kisses while dying.

“Why, only yesterday, said Mr. Amberg, 
“‘she was here in my oflice and seemedin the 
best of spirits. Nothing could have been fur- 
ther from the mind of any one than suicide 
from hers, as far as her actions indicated. She 
was tripping about playfully and singing little 
gg of song with the artlessness of a 
child. 

*‘She was a very cre girl, though so young, 
and would have madea successin her pro- 
fession, Iam conyinced. As yetshe had not 
been cast for any part inmy company this sea- 
son, nor had she rehearsed for any part. Her 
assignment was to be made tomorrow.”’ 

Manager Amberg will defray the funeral ex- 
penses. Following the girl’s wish, her body 
will be cremated at Fresh Pond, L. I., proba- 
bly. The funeral will take place from the 
undertakers, at No. 82 Stanton street, tomor- 
row afternoon at 2 o’clock.
